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DEDDINGTON PARISH COUNCIL 


Notes on meeting held in the Town Hall on Wednesday, 19 March attended by Cllrs Todd (chair), Clinch, 
Brewer, Clarke, Colley, Cosgrove, Drake, Fisher, Flux, Hill, Lee, Oddy, Stevens, Swash, C/Cllr Matthews, D/Cllr 
O'Sullivan and four parishioners. 

DEDDINGTON BEECHES BOWLS CLUB: Cllrs Todd and Flux declared an interest and the chair was taken 
by Cllr Clinch. Mr John Boyt explained the Club’s stance on the long-running dispute with the Windmill 
Committee over the Club’s refusal to pay £480 for the eradication of fungus on the green. Mr Boyt said the. 
Windmill Committee failed to tell the Club about the existence of the disease until six months after they had 
signed their agreement in March 1995, although the Committee had been aware of it since January 1995. Had the 
Club known the fungus was endemic in the green, they would not have taken it on. Mr Boyt said the Club 
enjoyed a good relationship with the PC and the Committee and appreciated their support. In reply Cllr Flux, 
chairman of the Windmill Committee, agreed with what Mr Boyt had said but produced minutes of meetings from 
1996 at which the Club agreed to pay 50% of the cost of treatment. He said the PC had “gone out of its way to 
help and support the Club”. Cllr Clinch said it was important to resolve the problem and the PC agreed to his 
suggestion that a small sub-committee should meet with the Club to examine all the issues before reporting back. 
LOW COST HOUSING SCHEME: The Clerk, David Blakey, reported that work would not now start until the 
autumn because a legal agreement stil] has to be drawn up between the vendor and the housing association, and 
the land is leased for agricultural purposes until September. Cllrs Clarke, Oddy and Clinch expressed their 
disappointment, as the scheme “has been dragging on for years”. and the Clerk was asked to find out how much it 
would cost in compensation to terminate the lease early. 

VILLAGE DESIGN STATEMENT: Cllrs viewed a short video on the Countryside Commission’s scheme to 
give local people a chance to shape future development in their village and to maintain its character (DN, 
February). They agreed it was a good scheme and although it would involve a lot of work it would provide an 
opportunity to influence District Plans and to protect the village. The Clerk said two villagers had already 
volunteered their services. There will be a presentation about the scheme at the Annual Parish Meeting on 7 May 
TOURISM: The Clerk read a letter from CDC's tourism officer with suggestions for promoting tourism in the 
Parish. The ideas, for which grants may be available, included a tourist information point, a plan of the Castle 
site, an historical village trail leaflet and free coverage of events in CDC’s events guide. Three people wrote to 
the PC (DN March): Mrs Valentine of Market Place felt more tourists would further erode the quality of life for 
residents while Maureen Dew of Castle Barns would like to see improved access at Castle Grounds for cars, and 
the retention of the pavilion concrete base for picnic tables. She also offered to produce a simple guide to the 
Parish. with financial help from the PC. Sylvie Spenceley of The Daedings felt more could be done to inform 
people who stop off in the village en route to other places. An attractive leaflet at a reasonable cost could be 
produced by talented local people. Cllrs agreed with all the correspondents that parking was becoming a serious 
problem and that it was more important to cater for the existing numbers of visitors. They agreed to ask the school 
whether the playground could be used for parking at weekends, and to put tourism on the agenda for the Annual 
Parish Meeting. 

RECREATION & GRANTS; |. Concrete base of old pavilion at Castle Grounds to be demolished and 
replaced with two benches. Benches to be provided by developers of Low Cost Housing. 2. Contracts for grass 
cutting awarded to DesignGro (Windmill Centre and Castle Grounds, twice a year) and Mr J Boss (verges seven 
cuts, churchyard eight cuts, cemetery ten cuts, Mill Close & Tithe Lane open spaces eight cuts, Market Place and 
Goose Green six cuts). Villagers asked to strim their own edges and to notify PC of any uncut areas. 3. PC 
apreed to pay increased rent for allotments for the time being. 

ENVIRONMENT: |. All built-up areas, greens, roads, public verges and footpaths within the 30mph limit signs 
in Clifton, Deddington and Hempton to be included in CDC's dog fouling by-laws. PC to look into provision of 
extra bins for Clifton and Hempton. 2. Brownies will again take part in National Spring Clean Week from 18 
April. 3. Clerk to order replacement for stolen seat in Clifton Road. 

HIGHWAYS: 1. Proposed mini-roundabout in Hempton Road rejected by OCC in interests of safety. Cttee to 
report on alternatives. 2. There will be a site meeting on 15 April between OCC and PC to examine High 
Street/New Street footpaths. 3. Southern Electric say it is too costly to lay underground cables. They would 
contribute 50% but the cost to the PC would be £40,000 a kilometre. 

PLANNING: |. PC has no objection to plans for modest alteration at Paper Mill Cottage or for three houses at 
College Farm Hempton, although Cllrs require clarification on plans for garages. No objections to small 
extension at North End Barn, Hempton, ground floor alteration to Coach House, Horse Fair or dormer windows at 
The Retreat, Chapel Square. 2. Cllrs discussed application for anglers’ car park at Boulderdyke Farm, Clifton. 
Plans are identical to the retrospective application which was refused last year. Cllrs were told the fishing lake 
does not need permission under case law because it was formed for drainage to agricultural land but Cllr C olley 
said the lake was originally dug as a filtering system for effluent from the former chicken farm. Fishing started 
when planning permission was given for the houses in Walnut Close. The C lerk read a copy of a letter sent by

two residents to CDC, who are concerned about parking and nuisance in Walnut Close and Chapel Siteet if perm- 
ission is refused. Other letters, strongly objecting to the scheme, have also been sent. D/Clir O'Sullivan advised 
PC to try to get the decision deferred to give time to check the lake’s original purpose. PC to object to the plan on 
the grounds that the lake was put there for another reason, and on the grounds of residents views. 3. Mr Lewis 
from Chapmans Lane had written asking for PC’s support following the erection of a pole by BT. Although the 
pole does not need permission, signs giving residents an opportunity to comment were put up after the pole. 
D/Cllr O'Sullivan has already taken up residents’ complaints with BT and PC will write to “add its weight”. 
PARISH FUNDS: £450,000 (Bradford & Bingley @ 6.3%; £100,000 (Treasury Deposit @ 5 7/16%); 
£19,046.54 (14 days notice @ 3.875%); £3,309.57 (overnight @ 2.125%). Total: £572,356.11. 
CORRESPONDENCE: Mrs Gillian Brown of The Beeches wrote with proposals for a flower stall next to the 
Town Hall. PC agreed to charge £10 a day rent, to be reviewed after three months.

ON THE FARM 


Lambing is all but over, with just the stragglers left. Most of the ewes — 
produced their lambs in the first 12 days so it was ‘fast and furious' and | was getting about 4 
hours' sleep a night but things went very well and we only needed the Vet once. The fall of 
lambs has been very good with most of the ewes having plenty of milk. 
There were a number of triplets that could be split up and fostered on to ewes with singles and 
we have 5 'kade’ lambs on the bottle which will keep the orchard tidy for the summer. 
The mild weather has made life a lot easier as we have been able to put out ewes with lambs at 
3 or 4 days old. Unfortunately we did lose a few lambs to foxes but they soon learnt that the 
lambing paddocks were not a very healthy place for them to be! For the first time in the 25 
years that I have been in Clifton, the springs that feed the grass paddocks above the meadows 
have run dry and we are having to cart water to the sheep. We shall have to let them down 

_ to the river any day now and I hope none of the lambs goes for a swim! 

- The: cereal crops have had the first dressing of compound fertilizer and look very forward for 
this time of year. The spring beans were planted with the dust blowing in the first week of 
March and | hope there will be enough rain to get them going. The ‘brash’ from the hedge 
cutting has now been burnt and the hard wood cut out and stacked to dry ready for next 
winter's log fires. The newly layered hedges are already coming out in leaf and should put on 
some new growth this next summer. They will be left to grow to about 7 feet tall and then 

- trimmed to an 'A' shape and allowed to thicken out to provide good cover. 
The bees are off to a good start with most hives taking in pollen from early flowers and shrubs, 
a good sign that the queen is laying. I shall now have to get going and spring clean all the 
hives and make sure that the queens have enough room to expand the brood chamber, as it 
is the young bees being hatched now that will bring in the early honey. 
The rooks are nesting in the willows by Bowmans Bridge again this year and have made good 
use of the opportunity to feed their chicks on anything that was disturbed by the spring 
cultivations and, no doubt, some of the beans as well! The magpie population is on the increase 
again so we shall have to find the Larsen trap before the song birds start to nest. During late 
night lambing sessions | often saw a barn owl around the buildings. I hope he or she will find

GARDENING NOTES 


Get ready to plant your carrots. beetroots and salad seeds now there is some 
warmth in the soil. Indoors you could start to raise tomato, cucumber and 
courgette plants. These can be planted out in May when the possibility of frosts has abated. 
Once your plants have germinated in the house, put them in a place where they get some strong 
sunlight. If they are kept in the shade. plants raised indoors become leggy and weak. If you 
have to trail a hose pipe around your garden and find that sometimes you damage plants. you 
might consider using supports for the hose. Cut some pieces of wood, about 2” by 3" and some 
3tt. 6" long. Get some garden hooks: these are a 'U' shape on a stalk. Screw the hooks into 
the top of the wooden posts. When knocking the posts into the ground, unscrew the hooks 
whilst hammering. An even cheaper way would be to screw rounded cup hooks into the side of 
the posts. Have some string attached to the posts so that the hose can be held in place, 
otherwise if you put the hose in the ground it tends to droop and may damage the tops of your

Every garden has its most favoured spot and its difficult area. Im ours we have a north wall 
which gets hardly any sunlight and some plants won't settle there at all. One shrub that will is 
the Hydrangea Petiolaris, a real joy. It is self-adhesive, quick growing and undemanding. Bright 
green foliage early in the year, then delightful lace-cap white flowers followed: by bright yellow 
foliage when the leaves turn in the autumn. It actually prefers a north wall. Another good 
shrub that does well there is the American currant. You can get it with bright pink or dark pink 
blassom but a nice trick is to bring in bare branches in February and it will make leaf and snow- 
white blossom indoors. On the ground | grow Hostas, and herbs do well there. Thyme, Sage 
and Mint are happy there, as is Fennel. I don't actually like the smell or the-taste of Fennel 
but it’s such a beautiful plant to look at. The surprising thing about the Hostas is that contrary 
to the rules the variegated ones keep their stripes and patches even without sunlight. Finally 

_ here is a suggestion for a fruit tree. A Morello Cherry likes a north wall; the blossom is early 
and to see that white cloud is really cheering. A bonus is that it does not need a companion tree 
to fertilise it. We share the fruit on ours with the starlings and make Cherry Brandy with 
whatever they leave for us. MARIANNE ELSLEY

THE WAY WE WERE Deddington 150 years ago by Buffy Heywood 


Extracts from the diaries of the Rev. Cotton Risley for April 1847 : 

18th APRIL - Spoke to Davies, the guardian, after morning Church about allowing a widow 
woman and her daughter 6d per week extra beyond their present pay ~ which is 2d in money 

and 3 loaves of bread. 

20th APRIL - Read prayers by old James Baker at the Windmill, and visited and was obliged to 
scold an old woman thereat also for not allowing the Doctor to do what he wished toward her 
recovery from her present state of sores. Went to Hempton to read prayers by J.T., but found 
to my sorrow a ranting preacher with him - who had introduced himself - but whom, | found, he 
seemed rather inclined to tolerate - upon which | told him he must make his choice, for 1 would 
not come again unless I was requested so to do. 

26th APRIL - Left home again for Hastings, where we remained till 17th May when we left for 
home via London. We spent Tuesday and Wednesday in London for the purpose of consulting Dr. 
Latham again, whom we saw and he pronounced Betsy somewhat better and approved of Dr. _ 
Duke's treatment of her whilst at Hastings and recommended us to persevere with his prescriptions 
and directions - we also did a good deal of shopping. We left London by the 12 o'clock train on 
Thursday morning and reached home (God be thanked) in safety about five o'clock by Bolton's 
coach from Oxford - where we found all the people glad to see us, and full of enquiries about

..-+s ANd twenty years ago 


As reported in February 1977 DN a Parish Councillor’s intriguing proposal that ‘in Jubilee Year 
Deddington should regain its status as a town and appoint a Mayor’ was defeated - one concern 
expressed being ‘the status of Clifton and Hempion - would they ... simply become suburbs of 
Deddington?’ Perish the thought! In the same issue thanks were recorded on behalf of the 
community to Mrs Lewis of The Daedings who, ‘since our comments on the litter problem, has been 
picking up litter round the village.’ Does such a sense of community service live on? Everyone was 
gearing up for the Royal Silver Jubilee, with fund-raising including ‘the mile of pennies in the Market 
Place... Can we make it 2 miles?’ (This was to become a monthly event.) 
By March 1977, the DN was already pulling in the advertisements and proudly announced the intro- 
duction of electronic stencils for block advertising material. Rates then were admittedly somewhat 
lower at £1 per quarter-page, but then so were costs and circulation (now nearly nudging the 1000 
mark). Also lower were Meals on Wheels ‘at the subsidised price of I5 p’. 
With regard to an application to build 27 new houses in Clifton, the PC Notes reported ‘a private 
opinion poll taken in Clifton had shown almost total objection to the scheme (which) would 
‘unbalance’ the village and cause problems of social integration’! In the meantime ‘Many people in 
Hempton were concerned about the sea of mud created by the hunt (in January).’ Elsewhere there 
was a graphic account of the ‘kidnapping’ of Piers Gaveston from Castle House in June 1312 by the 
Earl of Warwick and his men.... unceremonious treatment for ‘the royal favourite, once the kingdom ‘ s 
most powerful lord’ who met his death only a few days later.
